He will go first to Tien Tsin on the steamer,

Reports from Chi Ting and Sin Fu, western

eigners has been looted and burned. 


Washington, Sept. 14—Even more important than the departure of Earl 


Li for Pekin -was the information conveyed by Minister Wu to the state de- 
partment today that the imperial decree named Tunlg Lu to Join Prince 
Ching and Li Hung Chang as a commission to negotiate peace. 


Tung Lu is the commander of the northern army of China, and during the 


recent troubles he was identified with, the anti-foreign sentiment. His ap- 
pointment is not likely to be well received by the p'owers, for, beside his re- 
cent performance, he has been identified with the most obstructive element in 
Chink. 


The Chinese commission now appears to be complete, comprising LI Hung 


Chang, Prince Ching and Tung Lu. No mention is made of tha appointment of 
the viceroys V>f Nakml and Wu Chang, who have been recommended by Earl M 
and it is the opinion of Minister Wu that their services is inexpedient because 
of the difficulty of leaving the southern provinces and making the long trip to 
Pekiii 
/ 


London, S«l>t. 14—The Chinese minister here, Sir Chi Chen Lo F«ng Luti, 


was a visitor at the foreign office this morning. 


He urged the acceptance of Li Hung Chang as peace negotiator and ex- 


hibited an agreement between tha powers in regard to the natur* of the 
negotiations. 


Shanghai, Wednesday— LI Hung Chang informed a representative of the 


Associated Press today that he will start for Tien Tsin Friday. He will no 
to Pekin if circumstances demand it, and said Prince Ching and himself had 
full authority from the dowager empress and the emperor to ..egotiate settle- 
ment with the powers, explaining th'ere wero no other commissioners for 
China. 


The audience lasted an hour, the correspondent being interviewed rather 


than bPins the interviewer. Earl Li asked many questions about the fight- 
ing at Tien Tsin, the relief of Pekin, the number of troops of each power In 
China, their disposition and fighting qualities, how the foreigners approved 


of Chinese fought best, and expressed regret at the privations of women 
and children in Pekin. 


During the interview LI Hung Chang asked the correspondent If Ministers 


Coni-f-r and MarDwald appeared to have suffered much, and when told Mr. 
Conger had lost 70 pounds he laughed merrily and remarked this was "Poor 
recommendation for horse flesh."

Has the Power and Disposition to Protect 


American Lives and Property, Greatly. 


Facilitates the Peace Negotiations 


Washington, 
Sept. 
14.—The diplo- 


matic side of the Cnniese question has 
become again the object of attention. 
The erder to General Chaffee to leave 
at once, which was expected In some 
quarters, did not issue yesterday. 


The Chinese government has made 


swift answer to the latest communica- 
tion from the state department relative 
to the recognition of Li Hung Chang as 
an envoy competent to negotiate a peace 
settlement. There never has been any 
doubt here as to the sufficiency of Li's 
credentials as a plenipotentiary, but the 
effort of the state department has been 
to cause hton to use any extraordinary 
powers he might have for the protection 
•f American life and property In China, 
pending a final settlement. It has suc- 
ceeded lu attaining this object, aa is In- 
dicated in the responses from Li Hung 
Chang presented to Assistant Secretary 
K1U yesterday by Minister Wu. The de- 
partment asked Ll without further de- 
lay "to give assurance that the life and 
property of Americans will henceforth 
ts respected throughout the Chinese em- 
pire." The viceroy has given the assur- 
ance asked. 


Earnest effort* are making to arrange 


the preliminaries for the negotiations 
which are expected finally to settle the 
Chinese troubles. 
Lt Hung Chang's 


message removed, perhaps, th* last ob- 
Vtacle to the speedy beginning of these 
negotiations, and the only doubt that 
now exists is aa to his ability to redeem 
his pledge to protect American Interests 
and stop the outrages upon the mission- 
aries and native converts. 
If he oan 


do this, and thus manifest the existence 
o£ a de facto government, there is no 
reason to doubt that'negotiations will be 
Immediately In order. 
• The Russian government has given 
notice that it adheres firmly to its pro- 
posal to evacuate Pekin and continues 
to cherish the hope that Germany -will 
end by agreeing to it said thus induce 
Great Britain to follow. It is explained, 
however, that Russia recognizes the im- 
possibility of the allies leaving Fekin 
unless the Chinese government immecn- 
lltely enters, so that there should not be 
an Interval without 
a. government, 


Russia explains that she cannot, there- 
lore, move before the termination of the 
negotiations now begun for guarantee- 
ing order In Pekin by the installation ot 
•t government immediately after the 
evacuation. 


The notice that the Russian troop's will 


Dot evacuate Fekin until some arrange- 
ments have been made for the Installa- 
tion of a government to take charge of 
affairs, is directly in line with the aim 
the state department has been pursuing 
In the exchanges with Li Hung Chang, 
and if this Russian decision Is adhered 
to, it certainly will facilitate the ultl- 
roate wthdrawal of all of the foreign 
forces, In the opinion of the officials here. 
An inference from the Russian govern- 
ment la that Li Hung Chang's coming 
to Pekln will be forwarded by Russia in 
the hope of making the desired arrange- 
ment for the establishment of a Chinese 
government there. 


As Li cannot reach the capital from 


{Shanghai, starting today, Inside ot a 
week. It may be that there will be no 
developments in the international sit- 
uation within that period of time. 


Our government has not been advised 


even yet that all of the aoiswers to the 
Russian not* have been returned. 
It la 


said that all of the powers have beeq 
heard from on the subject, but the dispo- 
sition is to regard their communications, 
not as answers, but rather as argumenta- 
tive statuments, which leave the main 
Issue still open for discussion. 
This 


point, however, become* of diminished 
importance, in view of the announced 
purpose of the Russian government ta 
modify the terms of its original propo- 
sition in tho manner indicated.

An Estlmat* on the Rnult Gives McKlnlcy 


258 Elict*r»l Ballots. 


Boston, Ser*- 14.—The time for making 


out slates or estimates on the result of 
the presidential election Is now at hand, 
and The Transcript's Washington cor- 
respondent submits his conception of the 
outlook as follows: 


According to the best obtainable In- 


formation here a map of the McKinley 
states, and limiting it to those which 
there is a reasonable certainty of such 
a result, would Include the six New Eng- 
land; the Middle Atlantic states, includ- 
ing "West Virginia and Delaware, but 
not including Maryland; the states of 
the Mississippi valley, north of the 
Ohio and east of the Mississippi river, 
with the exception of Indiana, and ot 
the states west of the Mississippi river— 
Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, Jhe two Da- 
kotas, Wyoming, California, Oregon and 
Washington. 
Such a division of tha 


country would give McKinley 258 elec- 
toral votas, or 13 fewer than he had be- 
fore, but still 34 more than is necessary, 
for success. 
The changes in this list 


over four years ago are as follows: Mc- 
Kinley loses Maryland, Kentucky and 
Indiana, or a total of 35 votes (one Ken- 
tucky vote was lost to him before). Mc- 
Kinley gains Kansas, South Dakota, 
Wyoming, Washington, and one vote in 
California, or a total of 22, leaving a net 
loss of 13.

Efforts of Fire Fighters 


in Plymouth Connty 


of Little Avail 


Plymouth, Mass., Sept. 14.—Hundre/js 


or acres of what was beautiful wooij- 
land of pine, rnfrj}l«, birch and b«ecb, 
<=-arly in the week, Is now a stretch of 
blackened, smoky ground, over which 
dense and nauseating smoke hangs in 
clouds. The brush fires which sprang 
into activity with Wednesday's gale hava 
devastated a great section of Plymouth 
county, sweeping away scores of frame 
buildings, stampeded cattle and horses, 
killed off immense numbers of feathered 
creatures and imperilled the lives of very 
many people. 


The stories of fearful conflagrations in 


the west,and northwest, which have 
seemed hardly possible, to those reading 
them in the farming districts of New 
England, have become actual experi- 
ences in this Immediate vicinity. 
The 


probable losses are very heavy, far ex- 
ceeding In the aggregate $100,000 In Ply- 
mouth county alone. 
The ftre which 


spread out fully 10 miles east and west 
Wednesday, Is atlll sw«plng on slowly, 
but surely, for the wind now is not such 
an active factor in the spread of ruin. 


Wediiearay night waaone cf trial to the 


residents of a score or mor* of villages 
and hamlets in southern Plymouth. 
A 


shift of the wind into the southwest bids 
fair to do wonders, and help the hundreds 
of tired tire fighters, men ajid women, 
•who had actually to flght fires to save 
their homes. Even with the fir« running 
back aJmost over the swath, It marked 
out the town of Manonvet, and 
the 


clusters of summer cottagos on the 
shores of Great South pond *nd Boot 
pond are in danger. 


Iiuring; Wednesday night, the fire 


shifted its direction several times, send- 
ing out its arms first towards the little 
town of Manomst, then in the direction 
of one or th* other of the chain of ponds 
In which the section abounds. Several 
houses were destroyed. 
Two women 


who wera missing have returned, having 
escaped the fire by wading into one of the 
ponds and remaining there several hours 
until the fire had passed. 


After having eaten up a long section 


of woodland between Long and Gallows 
pond, an arm of the tre took an eastward 
course along Sandwich road, burning 
the house and barn c<f Joseph Savory and 
James T. Savory, brothers. 
Another 


stretchad out towards Manomet, and 
then the Plymouth fire department sent 
a chemical engine, together with hun- 
dreds of men, to stop the fire, A large 
number of houses were burned. 


Early Thursday morning a shift of the 


wind sent the fire in a westerly direction, 
and all day It -was mufh in evidence, the 
skirmish line making a very irregular 
path. About 6 o'clock last night the 
wind veered around to southwest and 
then Manomet and the summer colonies 
out that way had to take things seri- 
ously. 


Many a*ories of imperilled life are re- 


ported, the most thrilling one being the 
escape of 18 girls who were screening 
berries at the cranberry bogs of George 
Brlg>s». The fire ran around the bog and 
then came across it. The men put the 
girls Into the flume below the bog re»*r- 
"olr and then turned on the water. Even 
then tbe girls' clothing and hair singed. 
The men took to the brook and laid in 
the water until the fire went by. 


Numerous instances are told of freaks 


the fire took in burning almost to the 
dooryards of many houses and then 
leaving them unharmed, or where entire 
properties were consumed while the barn 
or some othe.r structure in equally ex- 
posed positions with those burned es- 
caped completely from the flames. 


The scene in the burnt district is one of 


desolation. The loss, while heavy In Us 
present aspect, Is aUo discouraging to 
the residents, for a large number of the 
destroyed houses will not be -rebuilt. 
Especially is this true as regards sum- 
mer residents, for the sylvan beauty 
which had attracted them here has de- 
parted, and If the fire has struck in deep 
among the heavy woodland it will ba 
years before a new growth comes up. 


Many Hou;«i In Danger. 


Athol, Mass., Sept. 14.—After burning 


86 hours, the fire in the brush near Pine- 
dale has developed to alarming propor- 
tion*. Some 23 houses »re in dariger and 
there Is general fear of the result which 
must follow a change of wind.

Wherever eiich instances are found, the 
authorities afp freely disenfeotlng. 


The city still prevent* the appearance 


of widespread wreck *nd ruin. Little 
has been don* to cloar the streets of th* 
terrible flangle of-wire* and the masses 
of wreck, mortar, slate, stone and glass 
that bestrew them. 
Many of the side- 


walks are Impassable. 
Some of them 


are Uttered with debris. 
Others are 


so thickly covered with slime that walk- 
Ing on them is out of the question^ As 
a general rule, subfetantiaj frame build- 
Ings withstood better the blasts of the 
gale that those of briclt. 
In other In- 


atances, however, small wooden struc- 
tures, cisterns and whole sides of houses, 
have been plumped down In streets or 
back yards, squares away from where 
they originally stood. 


Here and there businees men have al- 


ready put men to work to repair th* 
damage done, but in the main the com- 
mercial interests seem to be uncertain 
about following the lead of those, who, 
apparently, show faith In the rapid re- 
habilitation of the Island city. The ap- 
pearance of the newspapers yesterday, 
after a suspension of several days. Is 
having a good effect, and both The News 
and The Tribune are urging prompt suc- 
coring of the suffering and then equal 
promptness in reconstruction. 


One of the rnofst nerlous results of tha 


storm has been the stopping of the elec- 
tric light and street car plants. The 
city has been in absolute darkness for 
several nights, and only a few concerns 
who 
operate their own Illuminat- 


ing service are able to do business. 
Nearly every residence has gone back 
to the primitive candle. 
The absence 


of street lights drives al) who have no 
imperative Business on the streets to 
their homes at nightfall, but the work 
of tbe patrol system Is made more diffi- 
cult thereby, and the opportunity for 
looting greater. 


The great destruction of live stock has 


eliminated the carriages and cabs as a. 
means of transportation, and the need 
of the trolley promises to become a most 
pressing one when rebuilding begins. 


Among the wortt sufferer* by the dis- 


aster were the churches. Nearly every 
one of them felt the effect of the storm. 
Borne of them are entirely wrecked, ab- 
eolutely beyond repair. 


The work of relief continues energet- 


ically. 
Major Jones and his associates 


are bending every nerve to open a. direct 
line of transportation with Houston, by 
which he may be enabled promptly to 
receive the greater quantity ot pro- 
vision* which are now on the way to the 
sity.

Blown Away or Drowned 


By Awful Tempest 


Indianapolis, Sept. 14.— There is prac- 


tically no means of arriving at any esti- 
mate of {he resources of the miners 
available for the maintenance of the 
people to be called out by the strike. 


A«14e from the money tn the hands of 


the national executive board local unions 
in a number of states have accumulated 
large sums of money in their treasuries 
which will probabVy be placed in the 
strike fund. Contributions from other j 
trade* unions can be counted «n, and 
from these facts it can be seen the miners 
are prepared for a long fight. 


President Mitchell and Secretary- 


treasurer Wilson of the United Mine 
Workeiw of America have i&sued a state- 
ment giving in detail the causes that 
have led up to the strike. 


"The average wages of the anthracite 


miners for many year*," saya the state- 
ment, "ha* been less tfcan J250 annually. 
During that period of time the cost of 
many of the necessaries of life has been 
increased over 20 percent. The laws of 
the state of Pennsylvania make 2400 
pounds & ton of anthracite coal, yet 
anthracite oool miners are compelled to 
mine from 2700 to 4000 pound* for a ton, 
and in addition to that are docksd ex- 
orbitant amounts for any impurltiea 
•which may be sent out with their coal. 
Where they are paid by the car they 
have gradually been compelled) to in- 
crease the amount of coal in each car by 
building the same perpendicularly from 
6 to 18 Inches abov* the edge. They are 
compelled to purchase the powder usel 
In mining from their employers, paying 
$2.75 a keg for a grade of prxwder that 
can be, purchased elsewhere for $1.50 a 
keg, and which wholesales for about $1 
a keg. Tb*y are required by m*ny of tha 
companies to deal in "pluck me" etor«a 
or leave*thelr employment. They must 
pay to the company $1 a month for a 
doctor whether they need him or not, 
and have no voice in saying who th* 
doctor shall be. 


"The smallneas of their earnings, to- 


gether with the great cost of living, has 
compelled them to take their children 
from school before they have reached 
the ag« prescribed by law and place them 
at work In the breakers in ordw to keep 
the family from starvation. When any I 
miner, feeling the burden of these con- | 
ditions, has gone to the management and ' 
asked to have them removed, he has 
been told if he does not like it ha can quit. 


"Having exhausted all other means of 


adjustment, we had reached the point , 
where we must either advise the miners ' 
of the anthracite region to continue 
working under these unjust and tyran- , 
nical conditions or counsel a strike. We 
• 


have chosen the latter, and having done I 
so we Invite a thorough, impartial and I 
public Investigation of the conditions . 
existing In the anthracite coal fields."

There are no anarchist or- 
ganizations that have a purpose 
murder, he wanta u« to believe, yet he 
Bp/-aks of the "half-witted" people who 
drink beer after an assassination anc 
applaud the dead. If Mr. Altgeld would 
stop and think for a moment he would 
see that a crowd half-witted enough to 
drink beer and glory Inl the assassina- 
tion of a king or president of a republic 
Is half-witted enough to organize with 
the purpose of having more asfidBaina- 
tlon to celebrate. No one denies- that 
anarchy is a form of Insanity, but it is 
a form which takes the shape of a 
tnonomanlia for brooding over the Jit 
ficultieB of life and taking criminal an.l 
revolutionary means to mate the path 
smooth.

Those who have the slightest knowl- 


edge of the sociological "roblems of 
New York cannot help having some 
knowl«dx«of Jacob A. Riss, and everyonfe

Few 
men stand so far to the front in the 
grappling with the evils that grow up 


the life of a great city to the

So it is worth while to 
ake notice of his estimate- of Theodore 
Roosevelt, written for the Review of 
Reviews anS circulated, by special per- 
mission, by the national republican 
committee. If the pamphlet containing

dential almost peittOnal way. And in 
:his is the chief charm 'of this estimate. 
Most all of us knfow the qualities of 
Theodore Roosevelt that Mr. Riis em- 
phasizes, but there is an engaging 
charm In listening to Mr. Riis enumer- 
ate them. The story is told so enthu- 
siastically, with the enthusiasm of one 
g-ood man who has found in another 
jood a great force for the better things. 
Riis loves Roosevelt. ArJd small won- 
der, for Roosevelt did more than any 
other man to put into practice for the 
good of his fellow men the things that 
Riia loved. We quote a paragraph: 


I am asked to tell what I know 


of Theodore Roosevelt, being his friend 
and why he should be elected to the 
high office his countrymen have thrust 
upon him. But before I do that, let me, 
as a citizen of his state, record my 
protest agalnbrt. his being taken from us 
before he was half done with his work 
as governor of New Tork, and get my 
mind freed on the subject. We cannot 
spare him at all. Whatever we shall 
do with the factory law, which was 
just from a dead-letter becoming an

May it help 
us to understand that the Roosevelts 
and the Warings of our day are senlt 
to set the rest of us to work, and that 
fcr us to stand by and see them do it, 
merely applauding and calling1 them 
good fellows, is not the meaning of it, 
and not sense. 
Only whenl we grrasp 


that is their real work done, and we 
need have no further fear of the bosses. 
There! I have said it; and, having- said 
it, shall do what it is the business of 
every good citizen anywhere to do: 
take off my coat and help put Theodore 
Roosevelt where the mass of his coun- 
trymeni want him, even though I have 
to give him up. As I understand it, 
that is the American plan.

With the L«B»lr Sheep Verier. 
"In the character of the men who cam 


for the herd* and flocks can be found an 
Interesting subject for study," says Can- 
tain J. H. McClintock in Ainslee's. "The 
cowboy, if he be the genuine article, is a 
man who daily does feats on the range 
that would win applause at » wild west 
show. In his cha§e after the fleet, on- 
branded yearling he is compelled to ride 
at headlong speed orer country that a 
fox hunter would consider sure death. 
Danger confronts him in varied form, 
and no man can be an efficient cow 
puncher who hain't in him the spirit of 
recklessness. 


"Tho writer once witnessed a stampede 


of wild cattle at midnight. A great herd 
was beiiis held la a cauyoa of the Mazat- 
xal mountain*. The night WHS «• dark 
as it is possible for night to be. A coy- 
ote's bark started the ntrrous animals to 
their feet, and they were off. The two 
riding guards on watch howled for help. 
Their sleeping comrades were up in a 
twinkling. Bach seized a horse at thfl 
picket line and mounted without saddle, 
stopping only to twist a loop of his Hats, 
about the pony's nose. Barely a dozen 
seconds had passed before the campfire 
was deserted. The cowboys were plunging 
in the dark after the fleeing cattle, through 
a wild, rocky, unknown district filled with 
mesquite and cactus, cut up by danger- 
ous arroyos and canyons. By noon of 
the succeeding day the drive was resum- 
ed. A half dozen steers had been left be- 
hind, lamed or dead in the gulches, trails 
a few of the horses in the 'wrangler's 
bunch' in the lead were skinned and limp- 
ing. But the cowboys, their clothing In 
rags from the thorny midnight ride, mere- 
ly joked on their mutual appearance and 
solaced their weariness with tobacco and 
with endless song. 


"As a rule the cowboy is an American. 


In the plateau region he may hftil from 
anywhere, but usually comes either from 
California or from Texas, But they all 
fraternize, making issue only over the 
liking of the Californian for a saddle 
with a 'single barreled rig,' which is a 
saddle with a single girth. The Texan 
despises anything but a double cinched 
saddle, though usually he does not tighten 
th» second girth. 


"The sheep herder has a distinctly 


lower social place. As a rule, he is a for- 
eigner, tha few Americans employed be* 
ing in positions of unusual trust. Most 
of the herder* appear to be Mexicans of 
Frenchmen. It is said that Basques arc 
the best and most careful shepherds. 
They come from northern Spsin, many of 
them especially for this employment. 
Their wages are not bad, being usually 
even higher than the pay of cowboys or 
farmhands, but the nervous American 
cannot stand the life. The everlasting 
'baa' drives him inad. He cannot endure 
the monotony and the necessary separa- 
tion from humanity, with only a dog for 
company for months at a stretch. And 
the diet, mainly tea and mutton, is too 
simple for his luxurious palate. 


"It is a fact that sheep herding fur- 


nishes a greater number of inmates for 
western insane asylums than does any 
other occupation. The shepherd, like the 
cowboy, is gradually assimilated to his 
Burroundincs 
and 
naturally 
ncqnirpi 


much of the nature of his charges. 
To 


his credit it must be said that he is rarely 
unfaithful to the interests of his flock 
and its owner. There is nothing poetical 
about him, but he will risk his life for the 
safety of a lamb and will doggedly 
Bearch all night if there be a stray. 
He 


Is a much quieter fellow than the cow- 
boy, eren in his cups, when the wool has 
been clippfd and the hands are -to town 
for a little fling. He has no wild yearn- 
ing for idly shooting holes in the firma- 
ment, lie is happiest on a sunny hill- 
side, Ijing at ease where he may over- 
look his Sock and hear the ceaseless 
voicing of its lamentation."

prow of the boat straight up to the 
skies. 
The next w e were plunging 


straight downward, seemingly in a 
way that presaged sure death. When 
•we got in sight of Texas City, Elder 
refused to try to go farther and said 
that we would have to try to make a 
landing there, as the boat could not 
live any longer under such conditions. 
We agreed with him and tried to put 
in at Tesas City. We broke through an 
almost solid lot of wreckage, and then, 
when the boat could go no farther, 
we got to shore by climbing and walk- 
Ing over the wreckage for 75 or 100 
feet." 


After the party got to the shore they 


managed to hire a buggy, and they 
went over the flooded prairie to La 
Marque. Just below La Marque they 
report that they encountered a wreck- 
Ing train of the vJaJveston, Houston 
and Henderson railroad, Tbey signaled 
and shouted to the conductor in the 
liopo that he would take them aboard 
and carry them through te Houston, 
but tiu' conductor signaled to the en- 
gineor, irvl the train pulled out, leav- 
ing them : lone on the prairie.

SIMPLE RULES BY WHICH THEY MAY

BE DETECTED.

"It it not alwsyi easy to detect coun- 


terfeits bf gold and silver coins," says 
,tho director of the miat, "especially 
where they are of good weight and ex- 
tra fine finish and the peculiar slippery 
surface by which many counterfeits may 
be detected IS absent. 


"The public, iu their haste in the ex- 


change of nioucy, should find tide to 
scrutinize with cnre each coin as it is 
handled. There- is always much counter- 
feit coin iu circulation. 


"Our 
presses at the mints are extreme- 


ly heavy, weighing 13,000 pounds. Nat- 
urally a .piece of gold or silver struck 
fiom their dies is as nearly perfect as it 
is possililo to make a coin. Yet counter- 
feiters, iUth their light presses and dies, 
manage to do some very clover work. 
The product of molds, a favorite method 
with the smaller fry of counterfeiters, ia 
inferior to that of,the dies. The absence

By the expenditure on the 


part of the- government of more than

has been increased to 28 feet and is 
still increasing at the'rate of six inches 
a year owing to tlie. action of-the wind 
and the tides. Aft.gr deep water had 
been secured a new line of steamers 
from New York was established, and 
a rate war resulted which proved dis- 
astrous to the steamship companies, 
bttf beneficial to Galveston.

coin are the distinguishing characteristics 
which will guide the public in detecting 
coins thus made. Italians are the great- 
est offenders rfgftinSt the law with mctfd 
made counterfeits. 
The most ^expert 


turners out of metal counterfeits have 
been regular mtkel's of dies who wanted 
to get rich quietly. 


I "The standard ot gold made by our 
mints is 000 fine, of 21,19 carats. 
A 


new $20 counterfeit is probably a com- 
position of gold, copper and silver, the 
gold being of low grade. The facsimiles 
are often quite perfect, with a clear ring 
and sharp, well appearing lettering arid 
milling, being well calculated to deceivo 
those who are not used to tbe handling of 
coins. 


"Platinum Is a metal which gives the 


required weight and is extensively used 
in gold counterfeiting. Clear cut coins 
are made from this metal and heavily 
gold plated. 
They are comparatively 


easily passed, especially when first put 
into circulation. After n time the plat- 
.Jng wear* off about the edges and its 
spurious base is revealed. 
Lead, type 


'metal, zinc and antimqqy are the metals 
principally used for silver counterfeiting, 


i and oopper, brass, silver and platinum 
for gold imitations. Counterfeits of lead 
and type metal are easily detected and 
are passed qp ignorant persons or for- 
eigners. 


"Antimony and lead are the component 


parts of the most dangerous counterfeits 
of silver coins, the antimony furnishing 
the bulk of the coin. When struck from 
good dies, with a keavy plating of silver-, 
they give forth a good ring and present 
a pretty fair substitute for the genuine 
article. The dollar is the denomination 
most conterfeited. 


"Counterfeit gold coins may be execut- 


ed with such precision that they will pass 
muster under the eyes of bank tellers and 
others used to the handling of coins, 
though the average teller generally de- 
tects a spacious coin on sight. But none 
gets by our treasury experts. Their fac- 
ulty, the result of years of study and 
handling of coins, in detecting a counter- 
feit is marvelous. Tbey seem to know a 
spuriovfs coin by instinct, though it is 
really the result of training. Yet even 
these men, as' skillful "as they are, occa- 
sionally have doubts raised 
in their 


minds as to whether a coin is genuine or 
not. 
If suspicious, the coin is cut in 


half, or it is assayed here in the building 
and its exact weight and fineness deter- 
mined. 


"Coins Me now and then turned into 


the treasury upon the supposition that 
they are counterfeits, because they fail 
to give tb-at peculiar clear ring of a genu- 
ine goldpiece, though lli»y present other- 
wise the appearance ot being genuine. 


"This singular incongruity is accounted 


for by the fact that the coin has a small 
blowhole in the interior of the metal or 
the flaw consists of a crack or split near 
the edge. Experts know where to look 
for these imperfections imperceptible to 
.others and with a powerful magnifying 
glass tbey are quickly mad« manifest, 


"If the public will remember thr.es 


cardinal points in determining the spuri- 
ous from the genuine and.which are used 
by the treasury experts, it will be a diffi- 
cult matter to pass off a counterfeit upon 
one who is accustomed to handling mon- 
ey. We call tfoin the test of 'weight, 
diameter and thict-nes,s.' 


"It bus been demonstrated that coun- 


terfeiters do not combine these three req- 
uisites with spurious, metals. Bear thi* 
test in' mind, not« carefully the weight, 
ring, size, impress, milling tnd reeding, 
all of which jrequisites ma^ be taken in 
with a glance, aod one will always carry 
about with him a pretty good 'detector.' 


"The men who make it their business 


to cheat' the government out of gold 
adopt several processes. I saw a coin re- 
c*nt'y wfcith had been 'filled' so eleveiily 
that the fraud"- was apparent only npon 
the closest examination. 
The $10 and 


$20 pieqes ate mostly u«fd for this opera- 
tion. The coin was sewed through from 
the edge by a saw of minute proportiouu 
and exquisite fineness, the interior re- 
moved and the cavity filled with plati- 
num which brought the piece up to stand- 
ard weight, tljough U lost three-quarjers 
of its value. It save forth a good ring. 
If it had been filled with a base metal 
other than platinum, it would have lack- 
ed the ring and been of light weight. 


"In some of these filled coins the ex- 


terior walls of gold are as thin as ordi- 
nary writing paper. Once the cavity is 
fill"d the sides are damped into the origi- 
nal position ajid brazed together. 
The 


edgfi^are skillfully recovered with gold, 
the reeding, <y the minute corrugation: 
on the edge, restored^and the coin will 
pass readily In the hands of the unsus- 
pecting. 


"The most dangerous tampered coins 


are those which have been 'plugged.' I 
don't mean plugged as the word is ordi-' 
narily accepted jiud as we see every d«> 
in the silver coins, bnt where the skill- 
ful counterfeiter gets out as hifh as 
one-sixth of. the weight of a $10 or $20 
piece. The coin is piercerl by boring n 
hole in the edge and the gold extracted 
frnrr, ^v,;c rliminnrivp nnrrturo. It ii thon 
pliiRged with platinum, the surface of the 
aperture covered with genuine metal end 
the reeding restored with a file. Inas- 
nvch as the coins are genuine and the 


- minute hole in the edge so adroitly cov- 


ered those tampered with pieces pnss 
from hand to band until tbe gold on the 
edge wears off and tbe deception becomes 
apparent."—Washington Star.

The story of Joseph In nonj 
and 


dance waa given in Columbia theater 
last evening. 'A prince of Egypt" was 
the play, and it was given by local 
young people under the auspices of the 
Universalist church. 
The audience 


was not large, and should be far larg- 
er tonight and tomorrow. Like nearly 
all first night audiences for amateur 
productions, it was imafaed to be ra- 
ther conservative in Its reception of 
the production at first. But before the 
play was^ialf over applause was oom- 
inpr easily, the beautiful scenes and 
costumes warming1 up the spectators 
to quick appreciation 
of the good 


points of (he play. 


The piece is a spectacular presenta- 


tion of the Biblical story of Joseph. 
Tho familiarity of this story makes it 
easy to carry the interest of the au- 
dience through the production in snite 
of the frequent" diversions In the -way 
of dances and spectacular features. 
Simple in itself it offers room for the 
most elaborate side excursions Into 
the realms ot pure merry making. So 
important a part do tn«ie play in the 
production that only the well known 
story from. Genesis preserves any basis 
for the fiction that it is a religious 
spectacle. In fact, it is to be feared 
that the author of Genesis would have 
been obliged to let out two or three 
reefs ii. his imagination could he have 
seen the play, to «ncomr>ass all the 
things that his untarnished 
history 


leaves out. And yet there is nothing 
far-fetched about it, for we know that 
the court of Egypt might have been 
quite a gay place on x>ccasion. 


Compared with former productions 


of the kind" in this city, "A prince of 
Egypt" surpasses them all in the ela- 
borateness and brilliancy of its- stage 
settings and its costumes. The scenes 
in Egypt lend themselves readily to 
artistic and sticking stage settings, 
and the audience was captivated by 
the display in every new scene. This 
would be a large pan of the produc- 
tion's success anywhere. The costumes 
share in this elaborateness of detail 
and capacity for producing striking 
effects, and added mucfi to the Interest 
of the piece. Mr. Kellogg, manager of 
the play, is a strong believer In the 
value of color effects, and these are 
unusually good. 


In the cast are most of the 
local 


amateurs who are seen in-such pro- 
ductions. 
Including the dances, and 


the chorus, over 100 persons take part, 
and with the heavy scenery, the stas« 
is pretty crowded. The Dart of Joseph 
is taken by Maurice Phillips, who stags 
one or two effective solos, and one 
pretty song with Bellma, who is Miss 
Daisy Houghtora, whose two solos are 
among the best things in the piece. A. 
Girard as Pottoher sinsrs "The palms," 
and John Fallon as Zideon sings "The 
hcfly city," and these two were enthu- 
siastically applauded. 


Among the dances the syncopation 


Egypta, the Egyptian court ladtos, and 
the Bedouin shawl dance caught the 
fancy of the audience most completely. 
Miss Anna Gray of Pittsfleld and Miss 
Bessie Matthews of this city gave solo 
dances, the latter betn^ very similar to 
her dance in "Zephra," which was ex- 
tremely pretty. 


A« a whole the production suffered 


from the unfamili'arUy of thoee taking 
part with the proposition In hand. The 
voice of the prompter was heard In the 
land like the Seventh plague of Bgynjt, 
and blasted all with whom it came In 
contact. A Moses was needed. Onl this 
account "the production went slowly, 
and there were rather more awkward 
pauses than are expected even on a 
first night. 
TMs was true of the 


sneaking parts,1 the chorusaa and the 
chorus dances aftke. Thera are only 
three chorus songs, and each of these 
started poorly, but after they were 
or,lce under way, the work of the chorus 
wag as good as hag ever been heard 
from a local pi iflucflonfG*the,kind. And 
for one or two ot the solos- the orches- 
tra should lie partially suppressed. 


But these defects should be mostly 


done away y,lth by the second per- 
formance tonight. And when the piece
